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Claim 1, line 5, the examiner has change - applicant should change their copy 

of the claim. 

Claims 1, 3-1 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Klatt in 
view of Tsai Iwasaki, Darden, Cheng, Heung Japan 8339427 and Lwee.. 

Obvious to form the Klatt carrier 1 with rails in view of Japan patent fig. 15, part 1, 
Darden andTsai part 5. The Klatt carrier includes offset slots at 10 and 20. Should this aspect be 
at issue, also obvious to form Klatt, fig. 2 part 20, 24 without a "pivotal" cover and with an 
opening at 25 for small card insertion. 

The PC and 6 is noted to include connectors 1 1* 1 8^one on each side and to be joined to 
connector (plug) 4. 

Also obvious to add a power connector and handle or in Darden at 41, 134 and to add a 
fan in view of Cheng and Heung. As an alternative, also obvious to form the Klatt carrier with 
offset slots of type shown by Iwasaki eat 3 1, 34. 

Claims 1,3-11 and 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Pollard in view of Lwee Klatt, Shen, ^D arden, Tsai, Wallace, Heung and Iwasak^ 

Obvious to form Pollard carrier 10 with power connector rails and a handle in view of 
Darden and to include a second slot (see slot 1 1) in view of Shen^Klatt Iwasaki and Lwee.22a, 
22b. 
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1 reference to slots being offset does not overcome such arrangement. Obvious to 

use the slots for different wittrcards as in Iwasaki and Katt and to arrange them offset as in 

i_ - - - - . . 

Iwasaki, fig. 1 4a, at 3 1 , 34, or Klatt. 

Even apart from Iwasaki, such change defines obvious variation. 

A fan 28 is mounted in the carrier and obvious to mont the interior card connectors onto a 
circuit board as in Klatt and Tsai. Heung added for another example of fan use. For claim 6, 
folding handle use is well known. 

Claims 3-1 1, 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
1 

Kaneda in view of Cheng Heung, Darden, Klatt, Tsai, Wallace, Shen Iwasaki and Japan patent. 

Obvious to form the Kaneda carrier with rails and handle in view of Darden and Japan fig. 
1 1 . Plural slots are shown at 2 and 71 . Also obvious to use dual slots at 1 8 as in Shen at 2 1 . 
Obvious to form any set of these to be offset and to receive different size cards like those of Klatt 
at 9, 17 or those of Iwasaki at 3 1 , 34. 

Also obvious to use offset slots in view of Japan, fig. 14. The Kaneda carrier includes a 
card device, see fig. 5. Use of interior pcfe also taught by Klatt at 1 Tsai and Wallace, Also 
obvious to add a fan in view of Cheng and Heung. 

Applicant's arguments filed with the amendment and pertinent to above rejections have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Terms "offset slots" and*different size cards " 
are seen to relate to obvious variations even apart from Iwasaki teachings. For Pollard opening 
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10 forms a memory storage bay and a fan is shown at 28. The Klatt device is seen to be readable 
as a carrier. 

The Uwabo reference is withdrawn in view of arguments. For claim 1 the Shen and Lwee 
type openings are readable as defining plural slots.
